2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of extracting 
CPS packet from one or more AAL2 cells, generating an AAL5 cell by adding an ATM 
header to data subset included in CPS packet, and storing intermediate CRC and length 
values of data subset included in AAL5 cell generated in a memory without storing the 
data subset of the generated cell. 

Regarding claim 11, 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of generating a 
CPS packet by adding a packet header to payload stored in memory if AAL5 cell 
received is not final AAL5 cell, emptying memory and storing next payload in memory, 
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recording the length of payload included in generated packet, generating one or more 
AAL2 cells corresponding to CPS packet generated, repeating until next AAL5 cell 
received is final cell that includes a final payload, and determining a final length by 
subtracting each length recorded from a total length of user data set, the total length 
being included in final AAL5 cell, wherein the final length comprises a length of the 
unsent data of the original user data set.
